~ TIME TO ABANDON POLITICAL QUAC KERY. 
Commenting upon The Constitution’s recent editorial, “Repub- 
lican Victory and Obligation,” Charles M. Speer, a prominent citizen 
of Carrollton, writes an interesting letter, published elsewhere today. 
He wants to know, in substance, what must be done to save the 
party. | 
He is one of those, as his letter indicates, who have all their 
lives voted the democratic ticket; who have helped maintain the 
south as a political asset of the north and east, submissive ever to 


| their dictation, regardless of platform, principles or policies. 


The Constitution sought, in the editorial referred to, to point out 
that republican victory was the product of the belief that democratic 
success would have shaken commercial and financial stability. 

In other words, the country was afraid to trust the democracy, 
notwithstanding the flagrant abuses of republican rule. | 

It called attention to the fact that, whether merited or not, the 
democracy had won a reputation for insecurity and unsoundness. 
That belief permeated the nation; it proved democracy’s Waterloo,

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SOUTHERN COMMERCIAL CONGRESS. 


The Southern Commercial Congress, which meets in Washington in De- 
cember, has before it a work of greater concern to the south than that of | 
any of the other national bodies which will meet in the erigneee capital next 
month. 

The date of the meeting is coeval with that of the National Conservation 
Commission and its purposes are in part parallel with those of the other 
organization. 

While the program of the congress includes addresses on all subjects 
of leading southern interest, educational, industrial and commercial, it can 
devote attention to no more important matter than that of making plans 
to secure the conservation of the south’s vast natura] resources. 

The conference of governors held last year pointed the way for coopera- 
tion between congress, state officials and business men in this great work 
of conservation. The idea is one which has been fostered and encouraged 
by President Roosevelt. It is a work of national magnitude and its influence 
will be felt a hundred years hence. 

The representative southern men who will attend the commercial con- 
gress should make plans to cooperate in this work. The program ‘involves 
conservation of the forests, the economical handling and development of 
mineral resources, the protection of fish and game, the improvement of wa- 
terways and the development of water powers. 

The latter subject has not received the attention in the south it deserves. 
Millions have been spent in securing hydro-electric power, but with it all 
only a start has been made. From two to thirty times the present develop- 
ment could be sécured. | 

A recent bulletin of the geological survey places the horse-power of 
streams originating in the southern Appalachian range at 2,800,000. At least 
one-half of this vast power is available for development. At a rental of 
$20 per horse-power per roM, this would mean an annual return of 
$28,000,000 per year. 

Many industries are awaiting the advent of cheap power. The commer- 
cial development and industrial activity which would follow their organizaton 
are beyond computation. 

In the four years which will elapse before another presidential campaign, 
the undivided attention of the country should be given to developing its com- 
mercial\greatness. 

The improvement of waterways for commerce, and the ieidncpeieis | of 
streams to provide the motive power for new industries, promise more in that 
direction than the construction of battleships. 
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| RULES OF THE ROAD. 

Now that Atlanta has specific and definite “rules of the road,” govern. 
ing travel upon the city’s streets, it becomes the duty of every person using 
tiem to familiarize himself with and heed them. 

A strict observance of these rules will be conducive to comfort, to time 
saving and to the safety of life and limb. 

Briefly, these rules, designated in the ordinance introduced by Council- 
man John W. Grant, are-that vehicles of eyery class shall— 

(1) Keep to the right of the street. 

(2) Shall keep to the right when overtaken by another vehicle, permit- 
ting the latter to, pass to the left. 

(3) Shall turn, if necessary, when stopping at the sidewalk, so that the 
sidewalk shall be to the right of the driver. | 

(4) Shall not stop in front of entrance to office buildings, theaters, hotels, 
department stores or other places of congestion any longer than is absolutely 
necessary to deliver goods or to discharge passengers. 

These are the rules and all that the city ordinance requires. 

That they are timely, just and reasonable cannot be questioned. 

It should be not only the duty, but the pleasure, for every owner of a 
vehicle to familiarize himself, with them and require the same knowledge 
on the part of his driver, and then to hold them in strict. observance. 

Their own convenience, safety and comfort are involved, which should

County officials 
were urged to nominate the men they 
wished appointed, and were assured the 
commisston would follow their wishes, 
unless some very good reason appeared 
why this should not be done.

come discouraged and engender opposi- 
tion in your county. Cut your coat 
according to your cloth. Next select 
your road superintendent. Get a good 
man; one of intelligence, of executive 
ability, and a man twho knows how to 
handle convicts. There are few occa- 
sions when the services of an  ex- 
perienced engineer are needed. In laying 
out your roads, avoid grades and select 
routes requiring the least amount of 
work to bring them to perfection. 

"In Richmond county our roade are 
covered with gravel, which formes a con- 
crete) and ‘hecomes almost as hard as a 
macadamiged road. Our sandy roads 
are covered with from 6 to 
of clay, then rolled, and, in wet 
weather, covered ‘with from | to 2 
inches of sand. Roads so constructed 
willl last without repair for five or ten 
years.” 

Judge Pve then aepoke of Richmond's 
experience in working felony convicts 
Since 1904. He @aid he secured 25 per 
cent more work out of the convicts 
used on the roads than out of (free 
He said the health of convicts 
was excellent. and the number of es- 
capes few. He said one guard was em- 
ployed to every ten convicts, so that 
the force might be divided up into 
small groupe for road work in different 
sections. 

Convicts Cost 45 Cents a Day. 

‘The salary paid to guards is $30 per 
mmo rvtih. The cost of convicts is 4 
cents per capita per day. T in- 
cludes every cost that relates main - 
tenance. The material for gravel roads, 
from 18 to 20 feet wide, costs 81,600 
per mile.” He said Richmond county 
paid 60 cents per cubic yard for this 
material. Clay and sand roads com 
from $200 to 8300 per mile. 

“For cutting down grades we use a 
whed scrape. This machine requires 
two mules and a driver. for earth 
roads, we use a vertical roed grader. 
This requires four mules, a driver and 
another hand.
